
Green light for waste 
management centre 


PLANS for a controversial new waste manage¬ 
ment centre for Bridport have been given the 
green light by Dorset County Council, following 
a wait of almost two decades for an improved re¬ 
cycling facility. 

The council’s planning committee granted planning 
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permission to the Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) to 
build a combined household recycling centre and 
waste transfer centre at the Broomhills Nursery site. 

The £8 million facility will be open seven days a 
week and will reduce the need for waste lorries to 
travel through Bridport. 

Hilary Cox, chairman of the DWP Joint Committee, 
said: “I am delighted that a positive conclusion has 
been reached after such a long wait. 

“The new facility is integral to achieving our long¬ 
term vision for transforming waste management in 
Dorset, increasing recycling and improving efficiency. 

“It means that people in the west of Dorset will fi¬ 
nally get a modem waste facility to meet their current 
and future needs.” 

Access to and from the site will be via a new signal- 
controlled junction on the A35 trunk road, with filter 
lanes added to keep traffic flowing. 

The junction was approved by the Highways Agency 
on the condition that a reduced SOmph speed limit and 
other speed reducing features are implemented on the 
A35 between Miles Cross and the Crown Round¬ 
about. 

But there remains strong opposition to the construc¬ 
tion of the centre from local residents and town coun¬ 
cillors. 

Bridport Town Councillor David Tett said: “My 
greatest concern is access. It is in the wrong location 
on a fast stretch of road and will put pressure on Miles 
Cross. There could have been a much better place for 
it. 

“In this case the question of a consultation was 
laughable - it was a foregone conclusion. They were 
never going to listen to what people had to say. 

“I really hope it will pan out all right but I cannot see 
at the moment that it will. I am disappointed in many 
respects and there will be a lot of people who take the 
same view.” 

Since the closure of the Bothenhampton landfill site 
in the 1990s, Bridport has been without a dedicated 
waste management centre. 


A temporary facility was opened on South Street in 
1998 but is restricted in terms of opening hours be¬ 
cause of its location in the town centre. 

The new development will include a landscaping 
scheme and screen planting to help the centre blend 
into the surrounding Dorset Area of Outstanding Nat¬ 
ural Beauty. 

But Scott Condliffe, chairman of the Bridport and 
District Tourism Association, who spoke at the plan¬ 
ning committee meeting, claimed the centre could 
have a negative impact on the visitor experience. 

He told the meeting: “The application will make a 
road, which is at capacity in the summer, much worse. 
Choked roads around Bridport will have a major eco¬ 
nomic impact. 

“Tourists having experienced slow traffic will simply 
choose to go somewhere else. Why should a small 
number of vehicles accessing the waste transfer cen¬ 
tre have such a disproportionate impact on the other 
thousands of road users on the A35?” 

Construction is set to get underway on the site next 
month with a view to opening the centre in autumn 
next year to coincide with the introduction of the 
county wide ‘Recycle for Dorset’ collection service.

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Police chief: station desk 
closure "not on the radar" 


DORSET'S Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner has given a strong indi¬ 
cation to Bridport residents that 
the town's police station front of¬ 
fice is not under threat of closure, 
despite the possibility of changes 
to the service across the county. 

PCC Martyn Underhill told resi¬ 
dents at a public forum at Brid¬ 
port Town Hall on Friday, that 
though no final decisions had 
been made, the town's front desk 
was 'not on the radar' for closure. 

He did concede that desks at 
some stations across the county 
would have to be closed. 

Mr Underhill said:"There are var¬ 
ious stations under threat but 
Bridport is not one of them. 

"It is a central station for this 
area of Dorset. I do not think Brid-

port is going to be lost and it is 
certainly not on my radar." 

A recent review recommended 
proposals for station desk clo¬ 
sures that could save the Force up 
to £500,000 - the equivalent of 10 
front line officers or 17 Police 
Community Support Officers. 

Dorset Police held a public con¬ 
sultation period in November last 
year and is now undertaking a 
second consultation, lasting until 
March. 

Mr Underhill said: "We have 
gone for a second consultation 
on this because a lot of the public 
were concerned - I understand 
their concerns and this shows we 
are listening. 


"But we have to meet £8-12 mil¬ 
lion worth of cuts - and if we do 
not cut these services, we will 
have to cut police officers. That is 
a stark reality and it is not a very 
nice place to be. 

"Surveys suggest that 80 per 
cent of people prefer to contact 
the police by phone rather than 
by visiting the station. 

"It is not a big majority anymore 
- some are open all day and get 
one person in. It costs a lot of 
money to keep them open. 

"We are also keen to pursue 
joint agency initiatives and we are 
continuing to work with other 
agencies in the public sector to 
develop more effective partner¬ 
ships that will enhance the avail¬ 
ability of policing services in our

communities with particular in¬ 
terest in sharing buildings." 

Mr Underhill fielded questions 
from members of the public on a 
number of issues. 

When asked about the possible 
cost of policing a badger cull in 
Dorset, he responded: "The cull 
looks like it is coming to Dorset 
and that worries me. 


"Having said that, I will value the 
law and if the Government says 
that we have culls, then so be it. 

"It is going to be unsettling for 
the community and I accept that, 
but I am not going to contest it. 
We are not the decision makers 
and we will comply with the law." 

Sgt James Rowe delivered a po¬ 
lice report at the forum, which 


showed that crime was down in 
Bridport by nine per cent. 

He said: "We are seeing massive 
reductions in crime and we are 
definitely going in the right direc¬ 
tion. 

"I have a great team working 
with me who understand the im¬ 
portance of active policing. Brid¬ 
port is a safe place to live."

Future of Eype church 
is safe for now

ST PETER’S Church at Eype is in 
“no immediate danger” according to 
residents fighting to save it - but the 
building’s future remains in doubt 
after a public meeting was held in the 
village. 

More than 50 Eype residents at¬ 
tended a public meeting at the church 
on Sunday, January 12th to try and 
rally support to save the historic 
building from closure. 

Residents were able to discuss the 
future of the church with parish¬ 
ioners at the meeting and they are op¬ 
timistic that a positive conclusion 
can be reached. 

Janet Allen, who has been leading 
the support for the church, said: “It 
was a good meeting and well at¬ 
tended, with over 50 local residents 
present. 

“There was a lot of support from 
the community and the challenge 
now is to convert that into attendance 
at regular church services, and to 
form a group committed to helping 
the building survive - in effect the 
Eriends of St Peter’s Eype”. 

She added: “There is no immediate 
danger of St Peter’s closing - the 
process has been stopped for the mo¬ 
ment. 

“However, there is no room for 
complacency - we must gather to¬ 
gether and work to prevent it being 
restarted. 

“This means commitment to sup¬ 
port and attend church services at St 
Peter’s, to support the Eype Centre 


for the Arts, and to arrange and sup¬ 
port other community events, using 
the excellent space, acoustics and 
light available.” 

St Peter’s Church could be sold for 
residential or commercial use and 
Symondsbury Parochial Church 
Council (PCC) have already started 
the process of closing it down. But 
the decision is not permanent and the 
formation of a Eriends of St Peter’s 
group could help to turn the situation 
around. 

The Victorian church also functions 
as an arts centre, which in the past 
has doubled as a recording studio for 


celebrated Dorset singer PJ Harvey. 

Mark Culme-Seymour, director of 
Eype Centre for the Arts, who at¬ 
tended the meeting, said: “It’s a long 
process and it is too early to be mak¬ 
ing concrete decisions. Nobody 
knows what is going to happen at the 
moment.” 

The PCC set in motion the legal 
process for closing the church last 
month after consistently low num¬ 
bers formed the congregation at the 
church’s monthly services. 

The issue will be discussed further 
at the annual meeting of the PCC in 
March. 


One ward remains closed at hospital 

BUT LANGDON WARD HAS RE-OPENED 

ONE ward remains closed at Bridport Community Hospital following an 
outbreak of the highly contagious norovirus. 

Both the Ryeberry and Langdon wards were closed to admissions on 
Monday, January 13th after some patients showed symptoms of the winter 
vomiting bug. The Langdon Ward has now reopened, but the Ryeberry 
Ward remains closed. 

Jane Turner, Matron at Bridport Community Hospital, said: "I can confirm 
that the Langdon Ward is now open to admissions and operating as normal, 
following the incidence of norovirus earlier this month. 

"Ryeberry Ward remains closed to admissions owing to continued symp¬ 
tomatic patients. This situation is being closely monitored and the ward 
will then undergo a deep clean before reopening to new admissions. 

"We are asking family and friends of patients currently in Ryeberry Ward 
to telephone us first before planning a visit. I would also like to take this 
opportunity to thank all our visitors for their continued vigilance with hand 
washing as they enter and leave the wards." 

The outbreak has not affected outpatient or day surgery services, which 
have continued to operate as normal throughout the week.

A NEW group is being set up to try and find 
out what makes people in Bridport laugh. 

The humour group, organised by Bridport 
and District University of the Third Age 
(USA), will be run as an experiment into what 
sort of things people in the area do or do not 
find funny - and John Grantham, who will be 
leading the group, says the idea is no joke. 

Mr Grantham said: “Most of us want more 
humour in our lives and this group will give 
people the chance to talk about what sort of 
things they find funny. What it will not be is a 
joke-telling, stand-up comedy club. 

“Once the concept is up and running, ongoing 
monthly sub-groups could be set up to review 
various aspects of humour that people want to 
explore in more detail. 

“The success of the experiment will all be 
down to the degree of preparation that mem¬ 
bers give to it, but on the basis that opinion 
polls suggest 98 per cent of the population be¬ 
lieve they have an above average sense of hu¬ 
mour, I think there will probably be a strong 
uptake by members.” 

Bridport and District USA currently runs 50 
special interest groups, ranging from foreign 
languages to bird watching. 


Two “anecdote” sessions, steered by Mr 
Grantham, will be held at the Beach and Bar- 
nicott cafe in South Street in February.

Campaigners win battles 
over coast road white lines

DORSET County Council has 
agreed to reinstate white line cen¬ 
tre markings on the B3157 coast 
road, after local residents raised 
safety concerns. 

Replacing the lines will be 
planned as part of the highways 
maintenance programme, at a cost 
of around £10,000. 

Councillors made the decision 
after assessing collision data from 
before and after the implementa¬ 
tion of the scheme. 

After resurfacing the road four 
years ago, white centre markings 
were not replaced on some sec¬ 
tions of the road and removed on 
other sections. 

The decision was intended to en¬ 
hance the environment and im¬ 
prove road safety but figures 
presented to councillors in the lat¬ 
est report showed little effect had 
been made on the number of inci¬ 
dents taking place on the road, the 
main route between Bridport and 
Weymouth. 

Councillor Spencer Flower, 
Leader of Dorset County Council, 
said: “There is no direct evidence 
from collision data that removing 
the white lines has increased or de¬ 
creased the number of incidents on 
the road. 


“We have listened to local com¬ 
munities’ opinions on this subject 
and we have made a pragmatic de¬ 
cision. 

He added: “We will continue to 
monitor traffic on the road, but 
drivers need to adjust their driving 
style to the road and weather con¬ 
ditions.” 

A 50mph speed limit was en¬ 
forced as a result of a local consul¬ 
tation, and centre markings 
remained at junctions and identi¬ 
fied hazards. 

Further work, carried out in 2012 
in response to a road safety audit, 
addressed inconsistency in road 


markings and signs along the 
route. 

Continuous edge markings and 
cats’ eyes were also put in place to 
improve the situation. 

But residents still had concerns 
about road safety, particularly 
when fog and mist made driving 
conditions difficult. 

Councillor Ronald Coatsworth, 
local member for Bride Valley, 
said: “There is overwhelming pub¬ 
lic support from everyone along 
this road for the centre lines to be 
replaced. 

“It has been a long battle but I am 
delighted with this decision.”

VISITORS to the Dorset coast 
have been reminded to take care, 
following a large rock fall at Bur¬ 
ton Bradstock. 

The incident happened early on 
Thursday morning, approximately 
200 metres from Hive Beach, close 
to where 22-year-old Charlotte 
Blackman died in a landslide in 
2012. 

An area above the beach had al¬ 
ready been fenced off as a precau¬ 
tion and a section of the coastal 
path on top of the cliff was subse¬ 
quently diverted inland. 

Members of the public have been 
asked to make sure they follow 
safety warnings and advice all 
along the Dorset coast due to the 
possibility of landslides and further 
rock falls. 

Severe weather and sea condi-

tions in recent weeks have made 
conditions challenging, and local 
authorities are making efforts to 
protect people who could put 
themselves at risk. 

Councillor Robert Gould, Leader 
of West Dorset District Council, 
said: “We urge people to pay atten¬ 
tion to safety messages and signs 
around the coast. 

“It is important people stay away 
from cliff tops and the base of 
cliffs as more landslides and rock 
falls could happen at any time.” 

The National Trust has urged 
people to stay away from the beach 
at Burton Bradstock due to the 
continued instability of the cliffs. 

Rob Rhodes, The National 


Trust’s West Dorset Countryside 
Manager, said: “The cliffs are al¬ 
ways dangerous - and the wet 
weather and high seas have exac¬ 
erbated the problem. 

“We know there will be more 
landslides but we do not know 
when they are going to happen. 

“In the meantime we are urging 
people to stay away and to follow 
the warning signs that we have put 
in place.” 

Members of the public are ad¬ 
vised to keep to official routes and 
obey warning signs at all times, es¬ 
pecially as the coastal path is likely 
to be muddy and slippery in places. 

Tides have also caused problems, 
having reshaped and stripped 
beaches around the coast, making 
it easier to get cut off by the in¬ 
coming tide. 



Plans for three-year council services review programme 


AN AMBITIOUS three-year programme 
to review district and borough council 
services across West Dorset, Weymouth 
and Portland will be put before council¬ 
lors next week. 

West Dorset District Council and Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council have 
already saved around £3million a year 
through their ground-breaking shared 
services partnership, which sees one 


workforce delivering services for both 
authorities. 

Financial forecasts show the two coun¬ 
cils will need to find considerable fur¬ 
ther savings or additional income by the 
end of the 2016-17 tax year. 

West Dorset District Council leader 
Robert Gould said: "Every council in the 
country is facing huge cuts in funding. 

"Our two authorities are taking a 


proactive approach and tackling this in 
a managed way. 

"The proposed service reviews will 
help ensure the councils are able to pro¬ 
vide affordable services which best 
meet the future needs of local residents 
and businesses. They are crucial in de¬ 
veloping organisations which are fit for 
2020 and beyond." 

The councils'Shared Services Joint Ad¬ 


visory Committee will be asked to en¬ 
dorse the service review programme on 
January 27th. 

However, the final programme will be 
agreed by the individual councils in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

The first reviews would begin in April 
2014 with decisions on any changes to 
services made by each council in the 
usual way.

More bus strikes possible 

BUS drivers in Bridport went on strike on Monday after 
a dispute with employers over pay - and industrial action 
could continue if their demands are not met. 

The First Dorset drivers, along with colleagues in Wey¬ 
mouth, began a day of action at around 4:30am on Mon¬ 
day. 

The drivers are upset with a proposed pay increase of 
1.5 per cent, an offer of £8.50 an hour, and are also push¬ 
ing for a reduction in the time spent behind the wheel in 
one sitting, from 5.5 hours. They say that some drivers in 
the region earn more than £10 an hour. 

First Dorset drafted in replacement staff to cover the 
strikes and said that services operating out of Bridport 
and Weymouth were “running well”. 

But Unite, the union that represents the drivers, has said 
that industrial action could continue. 

Unite regional officer Bob Fanning said a second strike 
would take place on Wednesday January 29th if the com¬ 
pany did not “come to the table”. 

Marc Reddy, First Hampshire and Dorset Managing Di¬ 
rector, said he was “disappointed” that the drivers had 
taken to industrial action after “several months of discus¬ 
sions”, and that the 1.5 per cent pay rise had been “ac¬ 
cepted favourably” by other employees in Dorset.

Citizens Advice to provide extra 
support with Universal Credit 


BRIDPORT and District Citizens Advice 
Bureau will be expected to work 
closely with other local agencies to 
provide personalised help to people 
finding it difficult to cope with the 
Government's flagship Universal 
Credit reform. 

Nine out often clients struggle with 
at least one element of the new sys¬ 
tem, according to a major piece of re¬ 
search by Citizens Advice. 

The study also reveals that more per¬ 
sonalised help from advisors would 
improve people's ability to adjust to 
the changes. 

Without targeted support, there is a 
risk that many Bridport residents 
could end up unable to pay bills and 
housing costs, resulting in additional 
expense for local councils and huge 
personal consequences for individu¬ 
als. 

Martin Paley, Bridport and District 
Citizens Advice Bureau manager, said: 
"The best way to ensure Bridport resi¬ 
dents are protected through these 
changes is for the Citizens Advice Bu¬ 
reau and other local agencies to work 


closely together. 

"We are uniquely placed to help but 
need to be given the resources to do 
what only we can, which will give peo¬ 
ple the personal, tailored support 
which will better enable them to 
cope." 

According to the report, 73 per cent 
of people needed help with monthly 
payments, while three in four people 
required budgeting advice. It also 
found that 95 per cent of clients would 
benefit from fortnightly rather than 
monthly support payments. 

Mr Paley added:"At Bridport CAB we 
already provide personalised, expert 
advice to our clients and will continue 
to help people manage with this 
change, but ministers must not under¬ 
estimate the impact that proposals 
from Whitehall will have. 

"Bridport CAB will be at the sharp 
end of making sure this reform helps 
people become more independent, 
while still protecting those who have 
lost their job, have a disability or are 
struggling to pay the rent".

Make it yourself... 

Butternut Squash, 

Cheddar and Sage Sausage 

We love these sausages atTierra Kitchen. They now seem to 
be a permanent fixture on our brunch and children's menus. 
A combination of roasting the butternut squash and 
toasting the pumpkin seeds in soy sauce gives the sausage 
mix a great depth of flavour. Including roasting the squash 
the recipe takes about 50 minutes to make, the mix is best 
left in the fridge to cool and set a little before rolling. 



Makes about ten fat sausages 

Equipment needed; 

A food processor 

Ingredients; 

200gnn Butternut squash, peeled, deseeded and cut into one centimetre cubes 
3 Dessert spoons olive oil, and a good pinch salt, and ground pepper to roast the squash 
200gm Pumpkin seeds 

2 Dessert spoons soy sauce ( preferably tamari, as lighter and a more refined flavour) 

1 Large onion, peeled and finely diced 

2 Cloves garlic, finely chopped 
8 Sage leaves, finely chopped 

170gm Fine breadcrumbs (preferably panko, as lighter and more refined ) 

120gm Good mature Cheddar cheese, grated 
Olive oil for frying the sausages once prepared 

Method 

Pre heat oven to 180 Degrees C 

Place the prepared squash in a baking dish, baste with the olive oil and season with salt and pepper. 
Roast in a pre heated oven for 30 minutes until just cooked through and taking colour. Allow to cool 
for 10 minutes. 

Meanwhile "dry fry" the pumpkin seeds; Place a medium sized saucepan on a low to medium heat, 
add the pumpkin seeds and warm them through while stiring with a wooden spoon to prevent burn¬ 
ing. When hot, evenly splash on the soy sauce, stir hard to coat the seeds in the sauce. Continue to 
move the seeds so all the liquid is absorbed and the seeds are fully coated. Allow to cool for 10 minutes. 
Blitz in a food processor until the seeds have the texture of rough breadcrumbs. 

Now fry the onion in a little olive oil on a gentle heat for three minutes, add the garlic and fry for a 
further two minutes until the onion becomes translucent. 

Finally, in a large bowl, mix all the ingredients together thoroughly. Breaking the squash up by hand 
into the other ingredients creates a better texture, this is a job loved by children. 

Allow the mix to stand in the fridge before rolling and pan frying. To roll take "small tennis ball" 
amounts of mix, roll into a firm ball first before rolling into sausages on a clean surface.TO cook pan 
fry gently for about 4 minutes. NB these sausages need a gentle heat and constant turning as they 
take colour very easily

meal before eating it, rather than working 
with a large protein content (meat) and 
adding to it.The simple sausage recipe oppo¬ 
site is a good recipe to try, they are very 
healthy and beat all the supermarket ones 
for flavour too! 

There have been numerous campaigns to 
promote better children's meals, most fa¬ 
mously Jamie Oliver's brilliant School Dinner 
initiative. However, we are a long way behind 
countries like Italy and France when it comes 
to our children eating out with us. Here it is 
normal for the children to eat the same dishes 
as the adults from start to finish, as opposed 
to a no brainer fast food option which is quick 
and easy. 

I have recently discovered a new initiative 
called "Better Children's Menus", the organi¬ 
sation encourages restaurants, cafes and 
pubs to improve the standard and choice of 
meals that they make available for children. 
They then list the establishments for us public 
to choose.

New Nissan Qashqai: Designing 
The Next Crossover Icon 


How do you redesign a car that created one of the most 
successful and popular segments in recent motoring 
history? With bold design and accessible technology at 
its heart, the new Qashqai is the end product of a re¬ 
markable development story - a journey that marks the 
start of the next generation of crossovers. 

Replacing and improving on a design loved and ad¬ 
mired by nearly two million owners is no easy task. Led 
by Nissan's chief creative officer Shiro Nakamura, the 
UK-based Nissan Design Europe team quickly estab¬ 
lished three core values for the new Qashqai. 

"The inspiration was three-fold," explains Shiro Naka¬ 
mura. "Athletic Agility, Smart Premium and In Control 
are themes that run through every element of the de¬ 
sign. This car represents several years of dedicated 
work. We have created an all-new design that builds on 
the success of the first generation Qashqai and con¬ 
firms Nissan's crossover leadership." 

Athletic agility 

Drawing on Nissan's crossover family DNA, new 
Qashqai features a bold, sporty stance that is instantly 
recognisable yet new and exciting. 

Qne of the key elements of the Qashqai's design form 
is the relationship between the wheels and the rest of 
the body. "We opted to change the wheel arch volumes 
to accentuate the car's strength and confidence," ex¬ 
plains Darryl Scriven, Design Excellence Manager, 
Nissan Design Europe. "By creating longer 
window lines we were able to add a little 
more mass around the wheels. We ^ 
wanted to use the middle of the body 
as a connector to link the four corners 
and a shape that would be more ath¬ 
letic. A wheel-oriented design such as 
this shows more power and protec¬ 
tion and suggests that the car has a 
proud, inner strength." 

The relationship between the upper 
and lower sections of the bonnet was 
another area where Nissan's design--- 


team invested considerable time and expertise. 
"There's now a lot more movement in the lower part of 
the body with less of a contrast between the two sec¬ 
tions," explains Darryl Scriven. "Take the rear bumper, 
for example.The first-generation car had a fairly simple 
overrider look while the new car has a more sophisti¬ 
cated diffuser-style design. We've given the protective 
parts a more premium feel." 

Taisuke Nakamura, Design Director, Nissan Design Eu¬ 
rope adds: "We've added more emotion to the car. 
There's more movement on the surfaces and a clearer 
definition of volumes. 

"We wanted to make the new Qashqai more modern 
and I'm confident that we have achieved that goal. 
Look at the front quarter and you can see the contrast 
of dynamic volumes and very sharp graphics of the 
headlamps and radiator grille.The V motion grille leads 
into the bonnet sculpture to stretch the dynamic mo¬ 
tion from the grille towards the A-pillar. This contrasts 
with the fluid body and dynamic shapes." 

Even seemingly simple elements such as the 
roofline have undergone a 
complete redesign, as 
Darryl Scriven ex¬ 
plains: "The 


new Qashqai has a 'faster' roofline than the first-gener¬ 
ation car. It drops towards the rear of the car and we've 
extended the line with a long overhang. This enhances 
the feeling of speed and agility and gives the new 
Qashqai a more dynamic look." 

Smart Premium 

Nissan's philosophy of accessible technology can be 
seen and touched everywhere in the new Qashqai. 
From the interior materials and controls to the exterior 
details, every area has been designed to make full use 
of available technologies. 

By establishing the available technologies and fea¬ 
tures at the very start of the design process, the team 
at NDE were able to integrate all the key features into 
the car. As a result, all the Qashqai's technologies are 
perfectly integrated into the finished design and work 
effortlessly with the rest of the car. 

"Technology doesn't have a specific form or shape," 
explains Taisuke Nakamura. "To express technology in 
the exterior design was a big challenge for us. Everyone 
has a different impression about technology, so 
how do you this through 
styling?"

Government announces nearly 
£7mMlion extra for flood recovery 


FURTHER funding package of £6.7 million for local 
authorities affected by recent flooding and severe 
weather. 

Local Government Minister Brandon Lewis has 
today (17 January 2013) announced a further fund¬ 
ing package of £6.7 million for local authorities af¬ 
fected by recent flooding and severe weather. 

Since the east coast tidal surge in December, se¬ 
vere weather and flooding has caused a significant 
amount of damage to housing, businesses, agricul¬ 
ture and transport infrastructure across the country. 
This recovery funding will assist with such repairs. 

This money builds on financial assistance already 
made available to councils. Last month (29 Decem¬ 
ber 2013) the Bellwin scheme was activated. This 
scheme enables councils to apply for financial as¬ 
sistance depending on local circumstances. 

Local authorities also received £3.4 billion from 
the Department for Transport between 2011 and 
2015 for local highway maintenance including 
flood damage to roads. The government is also 
spending over £2.3 billion on tackling the risk of 
flooding and coastal erosion. 

The costs of repairing flood defences damaged 
by the extreme weather are currently being as¬ 
sessed, by the Department for. Food and Rural Af¬ 
fairs and will be set out shortly. 

Mr Lewis said: 

I have been hugely impressed by the efforts of 
the emergency services, local authorities, voluntary 
organisations and communities through the recent 
severe weather and now we are helping areas to re¬ 
cover and see life return to normal. 


This extra £7 million that can be used to help af¬ 
fected communities, will provide local authorities 
and their partner agencies additional resources 
they need to support recovery. 

This will top up support councils can get under 
the Bellwin scheme to cover the costs of clearing 
up after severe weather and flooding, and the sub¬ 
stantial funding councils already get for potholes. 

Further information 

Half the extra funding is from the Department for 
Communities and Local Government, which will be 
allocated to areas with properties affected by flood¬ 
ing and allocated through normal funding mecha¬ 
nisms. 

The remainder from the Department for Trans¬ 
port will be available to repair infrastructure dam¬ 
aged by flooding and will be subject to a bidding 
process. 

Further details of the package and how local au¬ 
thorities can apply will be announced shortly. 

Councils, police, fire and national park authorities 
are eligible for certain clearing up costs under the 
Bellwin scheme when they have spent more than 
0.2% of their calculated annual revenue budget on 
works that have been reported to the department 
as eligible for grant. 

The Bellwin scheme compensates councils retro¬ 
spectively for the exceptional costs incurred. 

Ministers have said that they would look sympa¬ 
thetically on councils where they have costs as a re¬ 
sult of the floods, and that they would reimburse 
councils eligible clearing-up expenditure under the 
Bellwin scheme.

Blake looking forward to 400m challenge in Rio 


WORLD champion Paul Blake is dis¬ 
appointed that the International Par¬ 
alympic Committee (IPC) has cut the 
800m event together with the iSOOm 
from the 2016 Paralympics in Rio 
WRITES Stuart Broom 

But Blake has vowed to change his 
mind set to try and win gold in the 
shorter 400m event. 

The Charlton Down athlete (24) 
has already had great success in the 
one lap event having won gold in the 
iPC World Championships in 
Christchurch, New Zealand in 2011, 
and silver in the London 2012 
Olympics and two more last year 
when runner-up in the World and Eu¬ 
ropean Championships in Lyon and 
Stadskanaal. 

However he has always considered 
that the longer 800m and 1500m 
events suit him best. 


"i'm a middle distance runner at 
heart not a sprinter. Getting rid of the 
two longer races in Rio is a real nui¬ 
sance." 

Blake is back in training for his first 
events of the year starting next 
month; when he competes in the T36 
200m at the Birmingham indoor 
Games (15th/16th February, before 
flying to Dubai for the first Grand Prix 
event of the season, the 6th FAZAA 
international where he will run both 
the T36 200m and 400m where he 
will be looking to obtain the qualify¬ 
ing time for his main goal this sea¬ 
son, the European Championships to 
be held in Swansea in August. 

He then returns to Berlin in June for 
the German Championships. 

"It's not too busy this year to be 
honest, and although they are keep¬ 
ing the 800m and 1500m in the Eu¬ 


ropean's, i am following the Rio pro¬ 
gramme, which means I won't be 
competing in those. Fortunately it 
doesn't affect my funding which 
means i can concentrate on the 
shorter race. 

"Training has been going really 
well. I've been injury free and am just 
gearing up for competition mode." 

Blake will still be running against 
some of his fiercest rivals in Roman 
Pavlyk, the 30-year-old Ukranian, 
who won the 400m gold in the 2008 
Beijing Paralympics, and Russian 
triple gold London 2012 medallist 
Evgenii Shvetcov who beat Blake into 
second place in the 400m with a 
world record time of 53.31 secs. 

"There is also a Chinese runner So 
Wa Wai from Hong Kong who as yet 
has not posted a time this season but 
finished second in the London 2012 


200m event won by Pavlyk; he will be 
at Birmingham." 

Despite his disappointment, Blake 
who trains at Bath University, is still 
quite quick over one lap and has a 
great chance of clinching the elusive 
gold media at the Paralympics. 

"I like to think I have a chance, but 
i am still learning with every race Tm 
doing. It's a completely different race, 
you get a little bit more time to think 
tactically in the 800m. 

"All the training stays the same. It's 
a lot less volume with the 400m, so I 
do get a bit more rest between the 
reps. 

"Tactically of course it's a different 
mentality, and you can try and go 
through a set split, but you have to 
have run a lot of races to do that; I 
guess my aim initially would be 
200m in 25 seconds."
